WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Con- 
gressman Warren (Dem.), North 
Carolina, said today that remarks 
made by Secretary of the Navy 
Adams, now on the way to the 
London Arms Conference, in a 
speech in Boston were a “deliber- 
ate insult and slur” against the 
Coast Guard.

“Just to remember —he paused, 
as Kohl stepped hurricdly to a 
tiny model potted figures on pa- 
per, and went back to his display. 
“Just to think of ripping these 
identical orchids out of the trees in 
the jungle! 

There was a contrast. These or- 
chids bade forewell to the jungle 
when they entered that show. Sav- 
agery was forsaken. . Sophistication 
triumphed in the first modernistic 
flower show ever produced, so far 
as known at the garden. 

A conventional arrangement of 
Alpine violets and baby primroses 
occupies the foreground of the dis- 
play house. But visitors almost 
overlook it as they face the strik- 
ing black and silver entrance into 
an enchanted chamber of orchids. 

Modernist Designs. 

Only the flowers look like any- 
thing over seen here previously in 
a similar show. Stands and not 
mere flower stands. but massed 
polygons; walls are a study in dia- 
monds and triangles and quadran- 
cles. Niches are not mere recesses 
in a wall, but shadow-boxes; vin- 
dows that might have come 
straight from a Bakst stage sei for 
“The Sunken Bell.” 

And the most striking thing 
about it, after the moment of 
inst offenders whe were between newness, is that it does not ap- 
‘he ages of 17 and 25 years when propriate all attention. After the 
ted moment of newness, one can look 
at the orchids, and find that the 
setting enhances their loveliness. 
The fact is that the whole scene 
focuses on green banks of slipper 
orchids, white and mauve tiers of 
Laelias and Tulipans. 

Many Rare Blossoms. 

The slipper orchids this year— 
for the first time since Pring 
brought back thousands of showy 
Cattleyas, such as the Tulipans, 
from his orchid hunt in the Andes 
—are the center of the show.’ 
There is a plentitude of rarities. 
One of them blooms now for the 
first time in five years, and the 
first time for any show. With all 
the others, it was bequeathed as 
a baby plant by the late D. 8. 
Brown of Kirkwood—the gift that 
set the garden on the path to its 
present eminence in the orchid 
| world. Carefully nurtured, it 
bloomed once—enough to show 
that it was an albino or yellow 
variation of the ordinarily choco- 
late Harrisianum—the only one in 
this country.

Portrait of Mrs. Ogilvie Pur- 
chased by Parsons Fund 
for $20,000. 


The portrait of Mrs. Charles 
Ogilvie by Sir Joshua Reynolds, 
purchased in New York for 320. 
000, is on display today in the 
Parsons gallery in the southeast 
corner of the City Art Museum in 
Forest Park. Artists describe it 
as an outstanding example of 
Reynolds’ mastery at the zenith 
of his career. 

This was the first acquisition 
made in recent years with the in- 
come of the $75,000 fund left by 
Charles Parsons, banker and con- 
noisseur, to maintain and enlarge 
his remarkable ‘collection. The 


trustees have made infrequent and 


notable purchases, rather than ac- 
cumulate inferior works. 

Ihe collection was left, at Par- 
sons’ death in 1905, to his nephew, 
Charles Parsons Pettus, for his 
life-time, thereafter to go to Wash- 
ington University. Pettus was fat- 
ally injured in a fall from a horse 
in 1923, and the university ‘desir- 
ing the public to have full bene- 
fit of the collection by suitable 
display, gave custody to the mu- 
scum. 

Among its 84 paintings, of which 


a full third are by recognized mas- 


ters of the art, is a Reynolds port- 
rait of Sir James Esdaii, Lord 
Mayor of London, in high colors 
and pompous dress contrasting to 
the cool simplicity of the portrait 
of Mrs. Ogilvie. 

The young woman of the port- 
rait wears a blue velvet cloak with 
a narrow ermine collar. Her hair 
and eyes are brown, her face dis- 
tinguished by a clear pallor. She 
was married in 1762, the year this 
portrait and one of her husband 
were painted. to the younger son 
of James Ogilvie of Aberdeenshire. 
Her father was James Michie, 
Chief Justice of the Colony of 
South Carolina. 

“The portrait is an exceptional- 
ly fine example of the Reynolds’ 
style, and its acquisition was in 
harmony with Mr; Parsons’ ideas 
of collecting.“ said Louis La 
Beaume, architect, a trustee of the 
Parsons fund. “Reynolds painted 
it when he was about 40 years 
old, at the very height of his ¢a- 
reer.” 

Purchase was made, through a 
dealer, from the collection of John 
Charles Matthias Ogilvie Forbes of 
Boyndlie House, Frazerburg, Ab- 
erdeenshire. The only other. ac- 
quisitions by the Parsons ‘trust 
since the collection has been in 
custody of the museum, were two 
paintings, by Jacob Cuyp and Lo- 
renzo Lotti, acquired several years 
ago. The trustees, * besides Le 
Beaume, are W. K. Bixby. - Dr. 
Malvern B. Clopton and Curator 
Charles P. Davis of the museum.

1. Order the Secur#y Committee 
to reassemble an Maren 11 to 
complete its work before. the Fre- 
paratory Disarmament Commission 
meets, which will probably be in 
June. 

2. Within two months after the 
conclusion of the London naval 
parley the Preparatory Disarma- 
ment -Commission will reconvene 
and conclude its “work. 

3. Summon a general world dis- 
armament conference in 1931 and 
completion of the League’s prelim- 
inary disarmament preparations 
before September. 

At its meeting next week, the 
Council will also select a special 
committee of 11, to consider means 
for closing gaps between the 
covenant of the League and the 
Kellogg pact for the outlawing of 
war. 

Great Britain, France, Germary, 
Spain, Italy. Japan and Sweden 
will certainly be represented by 
high ranking officials at the Coun- 
cil. meeting, while Canada is ex- 
pected to look after North Ameri+” 
can interests.

The four English rooms repre- 
sent the four major developments 
in English taste from the late six- 
teenth to the early nineteenth cen- 
tury, the so-called ages of oak, 
walnut, mahogany and satinwood. 
. The rooms are not reproduc- 
tions, but have béen removed from 
famous old English homes. The 
one French room, of the period of 
Louis XV. was taken from the 
Hotel de Pomponne at Paris. 
The cost of assembling the rooms 
and equipping them with furnish- 
ings of their periods was about 
9250,000.. Two were presented to 
the museum, one by Mr. Mrs. 
Warner 8. McCall, the other by 
Joseph Pulitzer, as a memorial to 
his first. wife, Elinor Wickham 
Pulitzer. 8 
‘ “Looks Like a Palace.“ 
The classic beauty ot the rooms 
with their richly paneled walls, in- 
tricdte carvings and finely molded 
scellings did not escape the many 
who inspected them yesterday, and 
as a visitor paused at a new 
threshold for sweeping view of the 
room the remark, “My, it looks like 
part of a palace,” was not infre- 
quent. 
The exclamation had a more lit- 
eral application than most were 
able to guess, for the history of 
England’s royal famiiies touches 
lightly on the stories of three of 
the rooms. 
Not so lightly on the Kempshot 
House room, fourth in the series. 
This is the only room in the group 
without paneled wood walls, for it 
was built when paneling had given 
way to wallpaper and carving to 
low relief modeling after the fash- 
ion of Adam. The wallpaper was 
ordered by George IV, then Prince 
of Wales, for the home of Lady 
Fitzherbert at . Basingstoke. It 
was in this home that their mor- 
|ganatic marriage, later repudiated, 
was celebrated. 

Wall Paper Preserved. 

The paper, according to tradi- 
tion, was designed and in part 
painted by lesi, an Italian 
decorator. Its splendid - staté of 
preservation is accounted for by 
the.fact that it is now mounted on 
canvas. 

The Prinknash Park room, the 
first entered by the visitor. and 
likewise the first in historical se- 
‘quence, is not without some link 
with royalty. although it is not re- 
corded that any of England's Kings 
ever entered it. .The room is from 
an ancient estate near Gloucester, 
and during the internal’ wars of 
the reign of Charles I. when his 
armies had laid seige to Glouces-

esting as those of the others, the 
house from which it was taken was 
built by James Smith of Warwick 
in Derbysbire, a section of En- 
gland noted for its fine examples 
of English domestic architecture. 
The spacious effect created by its 
broad panels gives it a dignity 
characteristic of the best work of 
the period. 

The Pomponne room, being 
French, is in striking contrast to 
the others and its design is purely 
decorative without dependence on 
classic forms. Its large panels 
avoid monotony by curved -panel 
heads and carving of fine delicacy. 
In the design of the room and in 
the furniture placed in it the oc- 
casional over-exuberance of the 
Louis XV period has been careful- 
ly avoided, Qverdoor paintings set 
into the paneling are part of the 
original scheme and are said to be 
the work of Charles Antoine Coy-

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By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Jan, 11.—An at- 
against the distribution of 
radio facilities by the Federal Ra- 
dio Commission was made today 
before the Senate Interstate Com: 
merce Committee by Senator Dill, 
(Dem.), Washington, author of ghe 
Federal Radio Act. 

While the committee was_ques- 
tioning Harold A. La Fount, mem- 
ber of the Radio Commission, Dill 
asserted that the commission had 
not carried out the provisions of 
the Davis amendment to the radio 
act, which provides for equality of 
radio facilities betaveen each of the 
five zones in the United States. 

La Fount replied that he thought 
the commission had followed the 
law almost to the letter with the 
exception of providing equality of 
power between the zones. 

he commissioner added that it 
was “physically impossible to ad- 
here to the law strictly without 
‘ruining reception.“ 

Lafount explained that the fifth 
zone in the West consists of two- 
fifths of the area in the United 
States, while the first zone in the 
East is smaller than the single

Reagan said. § The same is true 
of the death of Albert Proctor, an- 
other youth, who had made state- 
ments intimating he intended to 
kilt himself.“ 

Estill Allen, whose ‘death Was 
the fourth listed in the Star, was 
also a suicide, officers said. In three 
cases, Reagan declared, death was 
so obviously due to suicide that 
little investigation was necessary. 

The Star, Reagan added also 
said that the night Chilton shot 
himself at Sturgeon, Mo., a hardware 
store which had previously been 
robbed was burned in an incendiary 
fire, intimating a connection be- 
tween the incidents and declaring 
no one had been prosecuted for the 
robbery. Actually, he said, three 
men were prosecuted, one going to 
the State prison and two to the 
eounty jail. 

The Prosecuting Attorney issued 

a flat denial that a grand jury ad- 
* “without accomplishing 
anything” in the investigation of 
the four “murders,” as the Globe- 
Democrat editorial said, declaring 
that since there were no murders 


unsolved. there was no investiga- 


tion. f 

The Columbia Dafly Tribune de- 
nounced the Globe-Democrat edito- 
rial as one which pulsated with 
assumption and economized on 
facts.”

TWO DEATHS, ILLNESSES 


LAID TO PARROTS FEVER 


Reports From Widely Scattered 

Points Received by Government 

Authorities. 
By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11. — Re- 
ports attributing two deaths and 
many serious ilinesses in widely 
Scattered points to a rare disease; 
psittacosis, or parrot's fever, led 
Government health officers tohight 
to inquire into points of origin of 
infected birds with a view to rec- 
ommending restriction of their im- 
portation. 

Three new cases of what was 
thought to be psittacosis, a malagy 
often fatal and similar to ‘typhoid 
fever complicated by pneumonia, 
were reported today from Provi- 
dence, R. I. The New York Health 
Commissioner was investigating 
two ‘suspected cases, and four em- 


ployes of a pet store in Baltimore 


were under observation as possible 
victims. 

Surgeon-General Cumming sald 
he had official reports from his 
own officers who diagnosed three 
other cases in Annapolis, Mad., as 
parrot’s disease. 

The known deaths attributed to 
the disease, which scientists, say is 
rarely transmitted to humans by 
other means than conta with 
parrots, although other animals 
have been infected, were those of 
Mrs. Percy Q. Wiliams of Toledo, 
and Mrs. Louise Schaffle of Balti- 
more. Mrs, Williams’ husband, is 
in @ serious condition, A number 
of deaths have been attributed. to 
the disease in Germany, and today 
the Government of Saxony placed | 
a ban on shipment of the birds.

whom marriage appeals for its 
sober joys and comfortable wel- 
fare. They desire the ideal; they 
respect the interests of society. 
Free -to contract marriage or to 
remain celibate, they deliberately 
elect to live in lawful union, real- 
izing its responsibilities and un- 
dertaking its obligations with the 
intention, so far as in &hem lies, 
to make their marriage happy and 
successful. It is with regard to 
such men and women that these 
problems must be discussed, re- 
membering that a member of this 
class has decided that a celibate 
life is not one which is suitable 
for him or her. Few, indeed, 
there are for whom such a life 
is right and proper. 

When such a man or woman 
has contracted a marriage, which 
contrary to all hopes and resolu- 
tions has resulted in failure; 
when the marriage has turned 
out to be no marriage except in 
law; then so far as the law gives 
him or her no redress it is harsh 
and unreasoning. By this, it is 
not meant and cannot be suggest- 
ed that divorce should be easy or 
that rules can be dispensed with. 
In all such discussions, the true 
interests of society must never be 
lost sight of. But, viewing the 
law as it stands, divorce is cruel 
because it is inadequate to do 
justice. 


Some Obstacles Lifted. 

It is true that in recent years 
some attempt has been made to 
remove some of the more obvious 
injustices. The extension of fa- 
cilities to poor persons, which 
were practically denied to them 
because of the cost, has enabled 
many to obtain redress which 
the law allowed but their means 
forbade. The ground of adultery 
applies in equal degree now to 
both man and woman. The temp- 
tation is greater in the case of 
a man, the consequences are not 
often so serious as in the case of 
a woman. The reason for the 
change is, and can only be, that 
the trespass is, on the part of the 
one as much as of the other, a 
breach of the same solemn obliga- 
tion of mutual fidelity. 

It will surprise some to learn 
that if a man marries a woman 
who has deceived him though she 
knows, and he does not, that she 
is pregnant by another man, the 
marriage is valid, and he has no 
cause in law to complain. The 
old common law of purchase and 
sale certainly laid down the 
principle caveat emptor, but 
even the common law recognized 
that fraud going to the root of 
the matter vitiated the contract. 
Ecclesiastical law has a habit of 
being sterner, harsher, and more 
unbending than the common law, 
perhaps because its makers did 
not live in the world and did 
not realize all that such rules 
mean to humanity. In- 
heriting the old rule, the law of 
divorce gives no  redress—e 
stupid unmeaning premium on fe- 
male fraud.

Choose some product or element in 
universal demand and then make it with the 
most perfect machinery and on the largest 
possible scale. ‘There lies the secret of the 
mammoth fortunes and of standards of liv- 
ing and of practical convenience for the mil- 
lions already beyond all compare. 

Habits and Industries 

Grow Side by Side. 

The life and habits of the American peo- 
ple and the structure of their industries grow 
side by side, acting and re-acting upon each 
other in intimate relation. People do not 
eptirely live the Hfe they choose nor choose 
the things they buy. These are to a remark- 
able extent decided for them by the leaders 


of their industrial production. The wants 
of scores of millions of households are com-

of art-dance is Rudolf von Laban 
(born 1873) who laid its founda- 
tions in theory and practice. He 
worked for the emancipation of 
the dance. Laban banished acro- 
batic, drills and all vague move- 
ments from the dance. Clear-cut 
is the structure of the dance-com- 
position, clear-cut are the move- 
ments of the artist. According to 
Laban's theories, all movements of 
the human body are based upon 
six elements: Six swings going in 
the six directions of the space: 
Left-right, forward - backward: 
deep-high. If these elements are 
properly combined in the move- 
ments of the dancer, then he or 
she has “raumgefuehl.” Yvonne 
Georgi, the famous German dancer 
of the modern school, has this 
“space-feeling” in such a degree 
that she masters and fills the 
largest stages: Labaweteaches 
that music should be composed to 
match the dance and not vice ver- 
sa. In his opinion it is better to 
create the dance first and after 
that to compose the music. An- 
other important step in the de- 
velopment of the dance was the 
invention of a system of dancing- 
notes (Tanzschrift) which enables 
an easier understanding among 
dancers. A uniform system of 
notes on which all agree has not 
been found yet. 

“Laban saw the triumph of his 
theories in the dances of Mary 
Wigman, his former assistant and 
today the greatest dancer of the 
world. The development of the 
dance will be connected to a large 
extent with Mary Wigman. She 
has created numerous dance com- 
positions of unforgetful beauty. It 
is impossible to describe the im- 
pression of these solo—or group 
dances. Her style is powerful, 
Strict and almost solemn. Titles 
of her dances are “Vision,” “Rebel- 
lion,” “Chaos,” “Circle.” Efferts 
should be made to bring this out- 
standing woman to America. 

“Harold Kreutzberg and Yvonne 
Georgi who were in St. Louis last 
Tuesday are the best internationa)- 
ly known German representatives 
of the modern movement. They are 
both influenced by Mary Wigman 
but their dances have all a strong 
personal celor. Georgi was for two 
years in the Wigman school at 
Dresden. Kreutzberg who got his 
first education in the ballet is to- 
day the best male dancer of the 
new school.”

TO BECOME A. MONK 


Sir John Robert O’Connell, Who Disappeared 


From the World, Reappears in a Monastery 
and Tells Why He Took the Step.

LONDON. 
HEN Sir John Rob- 
ert O'Connell, Ire- 
land’s greatest le- 
gal advocate and 
an outstanding fig- 
ure before the 
highest courts of 
the British Empire, 
closed his offices in 
Dublin and Lon- 
don four years ago, there was much 
speculation as to the motives prompt 
ing his retirement from a calling 
which paid him close to $500,000 a 
year. 

His associates at the time sought to 
explain his action as that of a erief- 
stricken man, for his beautiful wife. 
Mary Scally O’Connell, had just died, 
and the story was that he would spend 
a year or so in travel in an attempt to 
forget his great sorrow. 

It was reported that the eminent so- 
licitor would, after a sojourn in the 
Holy Land, resume practice in the 
courts of Ireland and Great Britain 
and once more accept briefs for the 
most powerful banking, industrial and 
shipping organizations of the United 
Kingdom. 

Yet no one could speak definitely 
regarding the plans of Sir John, for he 
kept his own counsel, refusing to be 
inveigled into any discussion of his 
business affairs. And while friends of 
the great lawyer were wondering if he 
had suddenly become bereft of his 
reason, he resigned, suddenly and 
without a word of explanation, his di- 
rectorship in the many banking and 
industrial corporations of which he 
had long been a power. 

Then came the news that Sir John 
had surrendered his membership in 
the most exclusive clubs of Ireland and 
Great Britain, as well as severing 
his connections with various social, 
civic, educational and university 
bodies, in which for years he had 
played a prominent role. 

But a still greater surprise was in 
store for the friends of Ireland's most 
distinguished student of jurisprudence. 
In a gracious letter he begged His 
Majesty, King George of England, by 
whom he had been elevated to knight- 
hood, to erase forever his name from 
the list of royal honors. 

His palatial Dublin mansion, at 10 
Mountjoy Square, and his London 
apartments in fashionable Mayfair, 
both long the scene of many brilliant 
social and political gatherings, were 
put on the auction block. 

His paintings and hie collections of 
engravings, probably one of the finest 
in the world, as well as priceless first 
editions of the drama and music, to- 
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gether with antiquities from all parts 
of the globe, were also ordered sold. 
The throwing on the market of the 
O’Connell art treasures created a fu- 
rore amongst the dealers of New York. 
Paris and London. 

He liquidated his encrmous hold- 
ings of gilt-edge stocks and bonds. 
after which his wealth, running well 
into the millions, was withdrawn from 
his strong boxes in Dublin and Lon- 
don. 

The effacement of Sir John Robert 
O'Connell, K. C. B., M. A., LL. D., F. 
S. A., F. R. G. S., from the affairs of 
men and the world was complete. 

And then into the mysterious no- 
where the great lawyer vanished. His 
name soon became but a memory in 
circles where once upon a time it had 
been a power. 

Then, just the other day, after four 
years of whisperings and gossip, much 
of which was malicious, the story oi 
his disappearance, with its amazing 
sequel, was disclosed to the public. 

Sir John Robert O'Connell was now 
Father O'Connell, an humble priest of 
the Roman Catholic Church. 

The $600,000-a-year solicitor had 
become a Black Monk of the Benedict- 
ine Order. 

The British knight, the millionaire 
counselor, the banker, the industrial- 
ist, the clubman, had stripped himself 
of power, wealth and honors so that 
he might spend the rest of iis days in 
poverty and prayer as a monastic at 
Downside Abbey, Somersetshire, En- 
gland. 


EHIND Sir John’s renunciation 
B. the world lies not only one 
of the most poignant dramas 
of domestic love and loyalty, but 
the story of a man’s unwavering 
belief that in devotion to God is 


to be found the surcease of worldly 


cares and sorrows. 

With the passing of his life partner 
in 1926 the world ended for the Dub- 
lin-London solicitor, though he 
thanked a Divine Providence that he 
had been blessed with ‘nearly a quarter 
of a century’s marital bliss and hap- 
piness. When his wife died, life was 
still full of honors for him. He was 
in the very zenith of his powers, for 
he was only 67, and fame was still 
beckoning him onward. Yet, figura- 
tively speaking, he took himself out 
of the world. For him the material- 
istic rewards of a materialistic civiliza- 
tion held no lure. He was in quest 
of the spiritual—he was seeking hap- 
piness, a soulful happiness, and thus 
his steps turned towards a life of wo- 
nasticism. 

Immediately after his ofdination as

a priest in the Benedictine Order, the 
one-time British knight and dfstin- 
guished legal advocate became the cen- 
tral figure in a news story of more 
than passing interest. An inquisitive 
public was eager to learn from his own 
lips just what had induced him to for- 
swear a princely income and a 
great career, and dedicate his life to 
poverty as an humble priest. 

In a most revealing fragment of 
autobiography, Father O'Connell an- 
swers those who are now asking the 
question, What made you become a 
priest?“ with a vividness almost dra- 
matic. He said: 

“After the very beautiful and mov- 
ing ceremony of my ordination I was 
hurrying off to the North of England, 
and at King’s Cross railway station 
happened to run into an old friend 
whom I had not seen for many years. 

“Although I should haye preferred 
to have sat in the corner of the train 
to think over and give thanks for the 
ceremony which had just then been 
completed, yet the claims of an old 
friendship were not to be denied, and 
my friend insisted on coming into the 
carriage and taking up the threads of 
our old friendship. : 

“After a few minutes, looking at my 
Roman collar, he said: ‘Have you be- 
come a priest?’ When 1 admitted the 
undeniable fact he remarked: ‘But 
when I knew you you were a lawyer in 
a largish way of business.’ I could not

question the accuracy of his memory, 
and then, fully launched on the tide 
of reminiscence, he added: ‘You were 
connected with one of the big railways 
in Ireland.’ Again I had to admit the 
soft impeachment.”’ , 


URELY, he had been a lawyer

being the head of the firm of 
Thomas F. O'Connell & Son, solicitors 
of Dublin and London, practicing be- 
fore the highest courts of Ireland and 
arguing legal questions before the 
Privy Council of Great Britain, count- 
ed for anything. 

In his day, which was so recent, Sir 
John had been something more than 
an ordinary solicitor. His practice 
frequently called him to such far-away 
spots as India and Australia, and he 
was almost as well known in Paris and 
Rome as the greatest advocates of 
Continental Europe. ‘ 

He was the solicitor to the Dyblin & 
Southeastern Railway Co. of Ireland. 
Important shipping and railroad litiga- 
tion called him to many parts of the 
British Empire. 

Lord Hewart, the Lord Chief Justice 
of England, King's Bench Division, 
once made the observation that Sir 


John R. O'Connell was probably the 


best-posted man in the world on the 
legal problems of rail and sea trans- 
portation. For his services in this spe- 
cial branch of law work he commané- 


ed huge fees, often getting as much as 
$50,000 for the briefest kind of an 
opinion. 

Thus, there is no questioning the 
fact that Father O'Connell had been a 
“lawyer in a largish way of business.“ 

Picking up the thread of the narra- 
tive, with its exchange of questions 
and answers between the newly-or- 
dained Benedictine priest and the in- 
quisitive passenger, the former lawyer 
found himself in a new role—a wit- 
ness undergoing a grilling.

His mastery of the intricacies 
of the laws of India, Turkey, 
Arabia, Persia, Siam, the Federat- 
ed Malay States and Australia 
saved his English banking clients 
millions of pounds. a

this case a British banking house

There is nothing else like it in the 


world, Dr. Hrdlicka says. The first 
fubstantial hint of the existence of 
this culture came in 1926. when the 
Smithsonian anthropologist visited 
Alaska in an effort to trace the paths 
of the ancestors of the Indians and 
the Eskimos from northern Siberia 
into North America. Here and there 
he found finely carved specimens of 
lvory incised with conventionalized 
figures and curved-line designs which 
had been excavated from old refuse 
heaps by the Eskimos. 

Where did they come from? They 
were recognized to represent a cul- 
ture far superior to that of the pres- 
ent-day Eskimos and Indians of Alas- 
ka, the eraftamanship of men with 
Arctic ideals and a delicacy of tech- 
nique far beyond merely everyday de- 
mands. Dr. Hrdlicka’s excavations, 
matched by those of Diamond Jenness, 
a Canadian anthropologist of note, led 


him to conelude that this culture 16 


of considerable age and the work of 
a highly intellectual people. 

Another member of the National 
Museum aetaff, Henry B. Collins Jr., 
*ntered the Alaskan field in 1928 and 
followed Dr. Hrdlicka’s route to the 
Bering Sea.

tains, moonshining is no more! Madi- 
son County has gone dry for the first 
time in history. Is this because of 
the Volstead Act’ Don't be silly! Is 
it perbaps because moonshiners in the 
city have cornered the market? Ri- 
dieulous. Business has been better 
than ever since the passing of the 
Eighteenth Amendment. Have the 
revenuers, the cossacks of the prohibi- 
tion forces, been responsible? Nothing 
of the sort. | 

Instead, the stills, well hidden in 
rocky fastnesses, that once poured the 
warm corn licker into the waiting 
jug, have become cold, forlorn and 
deserted for no other reason than that 
the ghost of Sarah Knighton, the 
Carrie Nation of the mountains, has 
returned to stalk the region where 
murder was done to her. It is even 
contended by the moonshiners that she 
haunts the county roads, and fellows 
who brave the forces of the law as 
they pilot their loads of liquor through 
the countryside now take circuitous 
ways so they may journey far from 
the territory that the ghost of Sarah 
has taken for its own. 

Sarah, foiled in her crusadcs on the 
Demon Rum in life, has come back, 
according to the mountaineers, to find 
victory in death. And though you 
may not believe in ghosts, gentle read- 
er, you will find difficulty in con- 
verting the forthright moonshiners of 
Madison County to your heathenish 
beliefs. Sarah's soul may have passed 
from her flesh on that day 30 years 
ago when Coon! Knighton, her hua- 
band, brought her to her end. but 
Sarah—well, Sarah, a little ethereal 
perhaps, is generally understood to 
have returned.

in those mountains, where 
wildcats romp about and rat- 
tlesnakes rattle in their fiendish glee. 
There Coon and Sarah went about 
their courtin’ among the stills and 
streams, barefoot, carefree, blissful.

The 
father, employed in a bank at & 
modest salary, wanted his son to enter 
some respected profession that would 
assure him a good living. Piano 
playing did rot strike him as that sort 
of profession. Thus whenever Gott- 
fried neglected his studies at the gym- 
nasium (preparatory school) to spend 
long hours at the piano, he was 36 
verely disciplined.

Thus reads an 
inscription on the 
world's highest sus- 

pension bridge, recently completed, 
which spans the famous Royal Gorge 
of the Arkansas River in Colorado, 
12 miles from here. To the man of 
cynical turn of mind, the inscription 
might better read: ‘“‘Dedicated to those 
who will pay a toll of seventy-five 
cents for the privilege of driving or 
walking over this bridge.“ However, 
one can’t be cynical after looking at 
the bridge and the gorge—one a mas- 
terpiece of nature; the other a mas- 
terpiece of man. 

The suspension bridge is exactly 
1053 feet from the roadbed of the 
Denver 4 Rio Grande Western Rail- 
road. According to figures furnished 
by the Royal Gorge Bridge & Amuse- 
ment Company, in charge of the con- 
struction of the bridge, the next high- 
est structure of its kind is a bridge at 
Twin Falls, Idaho, which is 500 feet 
above the river, while the third high- 
est, 480 feet, is at Pont-de-Caille, 
France. 

Alongside the roadbed of the D. 4 
R. G. W., under the suspension bridge, 
churns and eddies the Arkansas River, 
a thin ribbon of silver when viewed 
from the lofty elevation of the bridge. 
Also from the suspension bridge may 
be seen the famous hanging bridge of 
the Royal Gorge, where everybody 
from Billy Sunday, the evangeliat, to 
John McGraw and his 1909 Giants, has 
had his picture taken. The hanging 
bridge was built where the bottom of 
the gorge was too narrow for both the 
railway roadbed and the river.

Each cable, com- 
posed of these wires, is nine inches 
in diameter. To the cables, at inter- 
vals of ten feet, are attached 1 1-8- 
inch steel rods. These are attached 
to the floor of the bridge. 

The anchorage for each cable was 
made by excavating trenches four feet 
wide and 100 feet long. These trench- 
es range from five feet deep, at the 
point where the cable enters this rock 
tunnel, to 25 feet deep. One hun- 
dred two-inch pipes, five feet lonx, 
were set at a depth of three feet into 
solid formation and fastened in by a 
hot sulphur process. The cables were 
attached to these pipes and the trench 
was then filled with concrete to the 
level of the original rock. The bridge. 
as it stands today, has a live load 
capacity of 1000 pounds per lineal 
foot. 

It is a source-of comfort to know 
these facts before walking or driving 
upon the bridge because, as one walks 
out and peers into the abyss below. 
one needs reassuring. Walking across 
the bridge, you get a sensation not 
unlike that experienced when you 
walk the bridge of a steamer. The 
weight of a few persons walking on 
the bridge, together with the stiff 
dreese that usually whips through the 
canon, causes the bridge to “buck” or 
sway perceptibly. To get the utmost 
out of the bucking of the bridge, one 
should look over the guard rails at 
the edge of the bridge, looking 
straight down for more than a thou- 
sand feet. A single look will relieve 
that tired feeling. 

Speaking of the wind in the — 


the cofmpletion of the bridge offers a 
new mark at which intrepid aviators 
may shoot. Flying under the suspen- 
sion bridge would be about the most 
difficult feat in the category of avia- 
tion stunts—not because of lack of 
room (there is plenty) but because 
of the peculiar wind currents in the 
canon. 


F YOU wish to break one of the 

rules posted prominently on the 

bridge you may throw a piece of 
paper off the bridge and study the air 
currents as the paper whirls and ed- 
dies out of sight. The paper will start 
down, go perhaps a hundred feet, and 
then may be caught in an upward 
current, and will come up again even 
higher than the bridge. Another 
cross-current may then whip the pa- 
per to the side of the gorge, where. 
perchance, it may stick in a granite 
crevasse. 

Whether an airplane could buck the 
air currents successfully in the gorge 
is a question. Residents of Canon 
City say it can’t be done, but that is 
what some St. Louisans said when an 
aviator anndunced he was going to 
fly under Eads Bridge. 

Despite the long span across the 
gorge, there was little difficulty in 
placing the first wire across the canon. 
This wag accomplished by lowéring a 
steel cable from each side of the 
gorge with a man on each cable. The 
ends of the cable, dangling far below 
in the bottom of the canon, were 
clamped together and the cable was 
pulled to a horisontal position across 
the chasm. 

I say it was done with “little diffi- 


eulty.“ but I have personal knowledge 
of at least one who would not have 
been the first, or even second, to step 
forward when volunteers called 
for the job of being lowered the 
brink of the canon. 

The suspension bridge is but one 
of a series of prejects ta develop the 
Royal Gorge as a scenic attraction 
for tourists. 

Werkmen are now putting in an 
incline railway just north of the sus- 
pension bridge. The railway is 1700 
feet long. Passengers from he 
hanging bridge. in the bottom of the

canon, will be carried to the top .of 
the canon in cars which will have a 
capacity of 21 passengers. This proj- 
ect will be completed before next 
Autumn. 

On the south side of the suspension 
bridge, on a rocky promontory, has 
been constructed an observation pavil- 
ion which will house a powerful tele- 
scope. With this telescope one will 
almost be able to recognize the make 
and style of cars that travel up Pike's 

Peak, 35 miles away. 
The observation point is 
1275 feet above the 
gorge. 

The suspension bridge, 
aud the projects under 
construction, are in Roy- 
al Gorge Park, property 
of Canon City. Within 
the park are located 
works of nature that 
would be outstanding if 
the Royal Gorge were not 
there to dwarf their 
grandeur. There is the 
famous Grape Creek, 
winding through Grape 
Creek cation, the majes- 
tle Temple canon and 
Telephone canon.

He has the 
mind of a child of about fourteen.” 

Dr. F. C. Heider, of North Platte, 
said: ‘“‘Persons suffering from demen- 
tia praecox, as is the defendant, often 
show a keen type of intellect and St. 
Clair is intellectually keen. The ex- 
tent of his mental abnormality cannot 
be told from short observation and 
only time will tell just how far his 
mind is diseased.’’ ;

You can fix up her office 
with all of the packing-plant and 
locomotive pictures you want and per- 
haps add some lithographs showing 
Vesuvius in eruption, Custer’s Last 
Fight and the Spanish Inquisition. 
These would keep her in a cheerful 
frame of mind. 

If the stenographer happens to be a 
debutante who is working merely for 
a lark, the employer should treat her 
as befits her rank. When he wants 
her for something, he shouldn’t sound 
a buzzer—this is entirely too business- 
like—but should send an office boy 
bearing an engraved invitation to her.
